WILL 
Breckinridge His Own 


His Attorneys Appear. to Be 
Very Sanguine, 


The Case Good for Fully Two 
‘Weeks More. 


Intimations as to What the Defense Will 
Not Be—A Breach of Promise 
by a Benedict is 
Actionable.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The le- 
gal complications and side issues of the 
Pollard-Breckinridge case, which ape 
gradually coming to light as the trial 
proceeds, fncrease the public interest 
here in Washington where the Ken- 
tucky orator is best known, and make 
it the. most sensational case ever re- 
viewed in the criminal courts here. 
Curiosity is rampant among the lawyers 
as to the line of defense which the ar- 
ray of five attorneys will have made out 
for him. For a time after the revela- 
tion of the secret marriage of Col. 
Breckinridge to Mrs. Wing in New York 
on April 29 was made public it was the 
general opfmion that this circumstance 
would f6rm the basis for the defense, 
but today the atti rneys for Breckin- 
ridge have intimated to the contrary. 
~ Even Wad they had not said so, it is 
a fact that the promises of marriage 
alleged by Miss Pollard to have been 
made to her, except for the statements 
in the presence of Maj. Moore, were 
before the date of the clandestine mar- 
riage. Moreover, it seems to be -es- 
tablished by a preponderance of the 
authorities that a promise to 
marry made by a married man 
furnishes ground for a breach of 
promise acuon in case it is accepted 
in good faith by the other party, who 
is ignorant of his legal disability to ful- 
fill the contract, 

The mystery of the defense will be 
solved in a few days, however, for it 
it the present intention to place Col. 
Breckinridge on the witness stand as 
the first witness in his own behalf. 
It is evident the attorneys place their 
principal reliance upon the story which 
he will tell, and, from their sanguine 
state of mind today, it seems probable 
that they must have in reserve re- 
sources which have net yet been 
known. That Col. Bret re- 
cital will be a long one, Was foretold 
by one of his attorneys today, when 
he said the defendant would doubt- 
less be on the witness stand three 
days. 

_ The attorney prophesied that the trial 
will continue for two weeks, or may- 
be longer. He said that the cross-ex- 
amination of Miss Pollard would con- 
Sume two days mere; that Breckinridge 
would be on the stand three days; 
that two days would be occupied in 
reading depositions, and three days in 
closing the oratory for the defense. 
| From this statement it appears the 
defense expects to probe into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding Miss Pollard’s 
life in much greater detail than was 
indicated by the cross-examination by 
Mr. Butterworth. That part of Wash- 
ington which enjoys a sensation, and 
it is a large portion, is anticipating 
eagerly the cross-examination of the 
silver-haired defendant by Attorneys 
Wilson and Carlisle. 

THE DIVORCE STORY. 

LOUISVILLE, March 18.—If Mrs. 
Breckinridge intends to institute di- 
vorce proceedings against her  hus- 
band, the defendant in Miss Pol- 
lard’s breach of promise suit, the fact 
is unknown to her relatives in this 
city. A reported visited the home of 
Dr. Scott tonight and his inquiries 


elicited the information that the fam- 


ily had known nothing about Mrs. 
Breckinridge’s intention to sue for di- 
vorce. 


IRISH NATIONALISTS. 


Lord Roseberry’s Speech Commended by a 
Speaker at Cooper Union. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—The Coun- 
cil of Irish National Federation met 
today at Cooper Union. John F. Walsh, 
president of the Municipal Council, 
and. Patrick Gleason, the vice-presi- 
dent, reviewed Lord Roseberry’s speech 
at Edinburgh, and said it deserved the 
sincerity of the Irish people to the 
home-rule question. It was very likely 
that the Conservatives, if they came 
into office, would pass a home-rule 
bill for Ireland. No matter what name 
it was called, the Irish people should 
accept it. 

At the same time it was the duty of 
the Irish people, at home and abroad, 
to support the Liberal and Radical 
parties, for it was their aggressive- 
ness which caused the Conservatives 
to do anything for the masses. The 
Liberals and the Conservatives, he 
said, were like the tortoise and the 
hare, the Conservatives were generally 
slower, but won nearly always in the 
end. The committee of organization 
reported the various branches in the 
city were ready whenever asked to 
collect subscriptions in behalf of the 
Irish parliamentary party under Justin 
McCarthy. 


A TYPEWRITER’S END. 


Martha J. Fuller Commits Suicide in a New 
York Law Office.

NEW YORK, March 18.—Martha 
J. Fuller, a typewriter in the law- 
office of William H. Mullan in Nassau 
street, was found dead in the office 
last night, shot through the head, and 
and on the floor was a revolver with 
one bullet missing.

THE FIELD MUSEUM. 


It Purchases World’s Fair Mineralogical and 
Metallurgical Exhibits. 
Assoc'ated Press Leased-wire Service.* ; 

YORK, Marh 18.—The Field 
Columbian Museum of Chicago, in ad- 
dition to large numbers of ethnolog- 
ical collections purchased since its or- 
ganization, has just made important 
and valuable additions to its museum, 
more than any American museum has 
ever made at one time, having pur- 
chased for about $100,000, the follow- 
ing: 

The Tiffany collection of gems and 
precious stones, which were contained 
in one flat case in the Tiffany Pavil- 
ion, Manufactures Building, and all 
of those in the four cases in the north- 
west gallery of the Mining Building; a 
collection that was exhibited by the 
United States government in its build- 
ing at the World’s Fair of all the 
known alloys of gold and silver, and 
a series illustrating the savings of 
gold and silver in their various work- 
shops; a collection of old India jewelry, 
criental ornaments for personal deco- 
ration, collected by Lockwood de For- 
est. the artist; the George F. Kuntz 
collection of meteorics, containing the 
largest meteoric stone that ever has 
been found or known to fall—the en- 
tire number of pieces weigh 1138 
pounds, a collection of platinums, repre- 
senting over twenty localities, platinum 
coins, etc.; a collection, illustrating the 
metallurgy of coinage; a collection of 
fifteen frames of portraits of famous 
geologists, mineralogists, gem-writers 
and others, and a library of 5000 
books and pamphlets. many of them 
dating, from the fifteenth, sixteenth, sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries, de- 
scriptive of all the foreign collections. 
rich in finely-illustrated works on min- 
eralogy, mining and metallurgy, espe- 
cially of value in illustrating the early 
science of the above-named studies, 


and exhibited in connection with the 
collection. 


A FOUL CRIME.

A Well-to-do Job Man Killed by a Woman 
of the Town—The Body 
Found in Her 
Trunk.

LONDON, March 18.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) This city has for a compara- 
tively long time been exempt from 
murder, but today a sensation was 
caused by the discovery of a crime that 
in its details somewhat resembles the 
notorious Gouffe murder that occurred 
some time ago in Paris. The scene of 
this latest horror was in Grafton 
Street, in the Soho district, which is 
infested with foreigners of the lowest 
class. It was in the immediate vicin- 
ity in which the murder was committed 
that the police recently raided the 
Anarchist Club, 

An Austrian woman named Marie 
Hermann, who is well-known to the 
police as“a night prowler, recently 
rented a small room in a house on 
Grafton street. On Thursday night last 
she, in company with an elderly man, 
was seen to enter the room. Subse- 
quently loud quarreling was heard in 
the room by the other tenants in the 
house, but as wordy wars were of fre- 
quent occurrence, no attention was 
paid to them. 

A woman named Hutchins, who 
lodged with the Hermann woman, on 
Friday found blood-stains in a sink 
and spoke to the Hermann woman 
about them. The latter passed the 
matter off lightly, but on Saturday 
she changed her lodgings, taking bet- 
ter apartments in Marylebone street. 
She took with her a heavy trunk, 
which she asked should be carefully 
handled. In the meantime the _ sus- 
picions of the Hutchins woman were 
aroused, owing to the  blood-stains 
found in the sink. In addition it be- 
came noised about the house that the 
man who had gone to the woman’s 
room had not been seen to leave it. 
The Hutchins woman followed the Her- 
mann woman when she moved and, 
after learning her number, informed the 
police that she suspected foul play had 
been done. 

Officers went to the house on Maryle- 
bone street where the Hermann woman 
had taken up ‘her residence and a 
search was made of the apartments of 
her house. Her trunk was in the 
room. The police forced it open and 
found in it the body of the missing 
man. His head had been battered, evi- 
dently with some blunt instrument. 
The body presented a frightful appear- 
ance and the clothing in which it was 
attired was drenched with blood. The 
Hermann woman was taken into cus- 
tody on a charge of wilful murder. 

The has been recognized as 
that of a well-to-do job man named 
Stevens. He was 76 years of age. It 
is believed that the Hermann woman 
had an accomplice, as Stevens was a 
muscular man. It may be, however, 
that he was killed while asleep. The 
prisoner is 43 years of age. She is 
ugly, almost to repulsiveness. 


_OUT OF PLACE, 


A British Non-union Workman Demands 
Protection from Strikers.

EAST LIVERPOOL (O.,) March 
Elijah Harrison, a non-union workman, 
who took the place of one of the 
striking potters at the East Liverpool 
pottery, has created a furor in labor 
circles here by appealing to the British 
government for protection against the 
strikers. Harrison recently came here 
from England and is still a_ British 
subject. He wrote to the British Am- 
bassador at | Washington, demanding 
protection aS an English citizen and 
alleging that the city police had re- 
fused. to give him the _ protection 
guaranteed by law. 

He has received a letter from Sec- 
retary Johnson of the British legation 
in Washington stating that the Am- 
bassador had taken cognizance of his 
case. The letter directs him to make a 
formal demand for protection of the 
local police at police headquarters and 
then produce his documents. He was 
promised protection. 


A NAPA MAN. 


J. O'Neil Taken from a Train at Laramie in 
a Demented Condition.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) The Chronicle's Wash- 
ington correspondent wires that the re- 
port that the Senate has cut down the 
fruit schedule to the point where it 
stood in thé Wilson bill is true. It is 
probable that whatever is accomplished 
towards regaining these concessions 
will have to be done in the course of 
debate after the bill has: been reported 
to the Senate. 

California has again suffered at the 
hands of those who desired to cut 
down the revenue so as to provide 
ample reason for the income tax and, 
in order to appear some trifle more con- 
sistent, placing lower duties on articles 
consumed by the multitude. This re- 
stores to the free list apples, olives, 
dates, pineapples and bananas; it drops 
grapes, plums and prunes to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. Figs will be 20 per 
cent. also, the reduction in both cases 
being 10 per cent. frgm the amended 
Senate bill; raisins and other dried 
grapes will be brcught back to 1% 
cents per pound. 

Senator White has left for California 
by way of Baltimore, whence he departs 
tomorrow. He will not have an op- 
portunity to fight the matter out 
through committee, as he will not have 
returned before the bill has been re- 
ported to the Senate. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Contested Election Cases to Come Up In the 
House. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—As soon 
as the Sundry Civil Bill is disposed of, 
which will probably be tomorrow, the 
Hoyse will .take up the four contested 
election. eases which are pending: The 
O’Neil-Joy case, from the Tenth Mis- 
souri -District; the Williams-Settle 
case from the Fifth North Carolina; 
the English-Hilborn case, the 
Third California, and the Whatley- 
Colby case, from the Fifth Alabama. 
~ The O'Neil-Joy and English-Hilborn 
cases, which were both decided against 
the sitting members (Republicans) by 
strict party votes in the Committee on 
Elections, are the most important and 
will require the major portion of time. 
In both these cases the result of the 
election in November, 1892, was ex- 
ceedingly close. There were two counts 
in he O'’Neil-Joy election the recount 
giving Joy (Rep.) 67 plurality. O'Neil 
was beaten on-the face of the returns 
and he instituted the contest on the 
ground that the Missouri election law 
had not been complied with, it hav- 
ing been shown that some of the: Joy 
ballots had not been numbered and 
initiated as required by that law. 

The case before the committee hinged 
upon the determination of the question 
as to whether the Missouri election law 
in this particular should be regarded 
as mandatory or simply directory. The 
members of the committeed wavered 
for some time, but finally decided, by 
‘a strict party vote, that the law was 
mandatory and that its technicalities 
had not been observed. This decision 
gave the seat to O'Neil. 

In the English-Hilborn case the result 
was also very close, English receiv- 
ing 13,130 on the returns, against Hil- 
born’'s 13,160. 

English’s case rested on the claim 
that in one precinct the returns had 
been manipulated, and his attorneys 
charged that while Hilborn was not 
responsible for it, he had been the 
beneficiary of that manipulation. At 
the close of the case Hilborn’s attor- 
neys still claimed his election by one 
vote, but the Democrats decided in 
favor of English. 

In the Williams-Settle case the con- 
testant alleges that the sitting member 
had been elected by the bulldozing and 
intimidation of negro voters by the 
Republicans, but most of the Demo- 
crats of the committee refused to sup- 
port his contention. Mr. Woodward 
(Dem.,) however, dissented from 
the decision of his colleagues. 

In the Whatley-Colby case the com- 
mittee unanimously decided against 
the contestant, who was a_ Populist, 
and his case can have no standing in 
the House whatever. 

If the contested election cases are 
disposed of this week, which is hardly 
possible asthe Republicans will doubt- 
less insist upon the presence of a Dem- 
ocratic quorum to unseat their col- 
leagues; the House will proceed with 
the consideration ef the Consular and 
Diplomatic Appropriation Bills. 

The present week will, so far as the 
ealendar reveals, be devoted by the 
Senate to routine business of no gen- 
eral interest. It is probable that the 
Fortifications Appropriation Bill will 
be reported from committee, and. if 
it should be, it will probably be taken 
up for discussion and put upon 
passage, and there will be an effort to 
dispose of the government-printing 
site, the Russian thistle appropriation 
and the McGarrahan Bill, and a large 
number of special bills on the calen- 
dar.

Brady was about 45 years of age and 
his wife the same.

DA GAMA ESCAPES. 


The Rebel Admiral Gets Away on a Portu- 
guese Warship. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 18.—(By 
Brazilian Cable. Associated Press 
Copyright, 1894.) Judging from the 
course Of events here it is thought by 
impartial observers that the Portuguese 
government does not intend to honor 
the request made upon it for the sur- 
render of Admiral da Gama. Da Gama 
took refuge on the Portuguese cor- 
vette Mindello when the insurrection 
collapsed. President Peixotto 
manded that the admiral and the offi- 
cers with him be delivered into his 
hands. The Portuguese Minister de- 
clined to order the commander of the 
Mindello to surrender the fugitives, 
and Peixotto appealed, it is said, to the 
Portuguese government, to instruct its 
Minister to order the surrender of the 
insurgent officers. 

Whether a reply has been received 
to the request or not cannot be defin- 
itely stated, but this afternoon the 
Mindelio und the Albuquerque, another 
Portuguese warship, having on board 
Admiral da Gama and seventy of his 
officers, put to sea. It had been thought 
in some quarters that if the vessels 
attempted to leave the bay with the 
fugitives on board trouble would en- 
sue. There was not, however, the 
slightest opposition to their departure 
and, as a matter of fact, trouble from 
this source was never probable. 

The destination of the warships is 
not known. It is conjectured they 
will go south to Montevideo and land 
the insurgent officers there. If they 
are landed at Montevideo, they can 
easily, if they are so disposed, join 
the insurgents in Sao Paulo and Rio 
Grande do Sul, who are still in armed 
opposition to the government. 

The fact that Admiral da Gama and 
his officers. have succeeded: in ‘getting 
out of the bay is a matter of great re- 
joi their friends here. There 
is no doubt in the minds of anybody 
that had the admiral been surrendered 
to the government his trial by a 
drum-head court-martial would have 
quickly followed. ere could have 
been only one result of a trial of this 
kind and that would/ have been gen- 
tence of death. .

CORBETT’S PLANS. 


His Fight With Jackson is His Last—A The- 
atrical Manager.

NEW YORK. March 18.—Pugilist 
Corbett, in an interview today, out- 
lined what he proposed to do on his 
European trip and upon his return to 
America. “Beginning with next sea- 
son—that is to say in the fall,’’ said 
Corbett, ‘‘Brady and I will be partners 
in all of the theatrical enterprises 
which Brady now controls and va- 
rious others. A capitalist has also 
offered to build me _ theater in New 
York and I am considering an offer 
to take charge of a new theater in 
Chicago.”’

AERODYNAMICS. 


The Latest System of 
Transportation. 


And What a California Inventor 
Hopes to Do. 


A Novel Idea Even Should It Prove 
Nothing More. 


Trains to Be Equipped With Apparatus to 
Utilize Wind as a Motive Power 
«Connection With 
Electricity. 


Theorists whose ambition is to fly 
in a machine constructed ‘out of their 
own head,’”’ so to speak, have of late 
been closely studying the buzzard, with 
the view of utilizing that graceful bird’s 
principles of soaring to forward their 
own inventions, Advanced students 
of the problem of aerial navigation now 
proclaim that if man is ever to attain 
proficiency in flying he must give up 
the idea of a rapid wing-motion and 
trim his sails in such a manner that 
the opposition of the wind itself will, 
as in the case of soaring birds, keep 
him suspended at his will, and his phy- 
sical and intellectual powers may be 
devoted to the guidance of his craft. 
Experiments in what is called ‘‘aerody- 
namics”’ are being made now by learned 
men to determine how far man can go 
in fathoming the mystery of flight, 
especially the long-continued soaring 
of birds that float about at will with- 
‘out the perceptible flutter of a wing. 

While the study of “aerodynamics” 
is yet scarcely begun.the knowledge 
of electricity and its capabilities is yet 
in the primary grade. As little as is 
‘known of each it is proposed to turn 
. both to account in a practical way 
by combining the rudimentary princi- 
ples of one with the most perfected 
power of the other toward forming so- 
called semi-aerial navigation. The 
~ gtory of the proposed combination is 
told in a pamphlet entitled ‘“‘The Com- 
ing Railroad,’’ published by Lieut. G. 
N. Chase of the United States Army, 
and H. W. Kirchner, F.A.I.A., inventors 
and owners of the Chase-Kirchner aero- 
dromic system of transportation. If 
The Times is not mistaken Lieut. Chase 
is well-known in these parts, was once 
a resident of Pasadena,’ where he 
peveral years ago invented a system of 
transportation, which included sus- 
pended wire cables and balloons as ac- 
cessories. If this is not error Lieut. 
Chase’s newest project presents some 
features of improvement in making a 
stationary elevated track to take the 
place of the suspended cables and a 
parachute arrangement using’ the 
aerodynamic principles instead of aero- 
ynautics. 

‘. Much of the matter is too abstruse 
for the general reader not versed in 
technicalities of scientific inventors, but 
an effort will be made to partially ex- 
plain how the new system of railroading 
is to operate. To quote from the pam- 
phliet: ‘“‘The aerodfomic system of trans- 
ortation is, in brief, a compromise be- 
ween the present railways and aerial 
navigation. It eliminates from the 
former problem the obstacles to great 
speed, namely, grade-crossings, and lat- 
eral curves, and from the latter those 
of starting, stopping and guiding.’’ The 
most novel feature of the system is in

WITH A MANIAC. 


A Nurse’s Experience With an 
Insane Patient. 


A Female Attendant Attacked by an Insane 
Woman and Almost Killed Be- 
fore She Could Be 
Rescued. 


St.Paul’s Hospital, at Sixteenth and 
Hill streets, early yesterday morning, 
Mrs. O. D. Buffington, in attendance 
upon an insane woman, was attacked 
and savagely beaten by the patient, 
as a result of which she may be dis- 
figured for life. On Thursday last Mrs, 
Buffington was sent for to take charge of 


from nervous prostration. She left her 
mother’s residence, at No. 312 West Sec- 
ond street, shortly after noon, and this 
was the last seen of her by her rela- 
tives until yesterday afternoon about 5 
o’clock, when she returned to her home 
in a frightful condition, cut up about 
the head and face, bruised and disfig- 


ured and a complete wreck from nerv- 


ous excitement. Her husband immedi- 
ately procured medical assistance, and, 
after some time, the half-delirious wo- 
man, was relieved by the use of opiates. 

As near as can be learned from her 
disjointed and incoherent story, Mrs. 
Buffington had been constantly on duty 
with her patient from the time she went 
to the hospital. About 4 o’clock Sunday 
morning, while sitting by the patient’s 
bedside she slightly dozed, when the 
woman suddenly sprang out of bed, 
and, picking up a small nickel alarm 
clock, struck the nurse a crushing blow 
on the head, screaming out, ‘Yes, I 
am crazy, and I will kill you!’’ In mad 
fury she rained blows on the head of 
the defenseless woman, felling her to 
the floor, . jumping upon her. In the 
struggle rs. Buffington’s hair fell 
down, when the woman seized it, and 
began dragging her about. the room, 
kicking, scratching and biting at her 
during the whole time. Mrs. Buffington 
screamed for help, when the maniac 
suddenly picked her up bodily and 
threw her on the bed, attempting to 
smother her with the pillows. The nurse 
finally broke away, and the other at- 
tendants, hearing the sounds of the 
struggle and the cries for help, came 
to her rescue, and the maniac was se- 
cured. Mrs. Buffington was kept at 
the hospital during the day, and sent 
home on the street cars in the after- 
noon, arriving at her home as above 
descri ; 

Late last night her condition was 
such that she could not be interviewed, 
as the doctor had given instructions 


Buffington is described as a small, deli- 
cate woman, and her husband said that 
she had but recently recovered from 
a severe spell of sickness. He said 
that he had been out of work for some 
time, and his wife went out nursing 
to help support herself and child. He 
said that he had ascertained that the 
woman who had attacked his wife, 
and whose name he understood was 
Strasbourg, had been taken out of. the 
city by her husband, and‘they were on 
their way to Chicago. Mr. Buffington 
was very indignant over the action of 
the hospital authorities in keeping his 
wife at that place until after the 
woman was out of the way, and then 
sending her home in the way they did. 

The hospital people were called up 
by telephone last night at 10 o'clock, 
and in answer to inquiries it was 
stated that a Mrs. Strasbourg had been

An Institution That is Doing a Great Deal o 
Good.

Eastern States, but -that there are 
occasional instances which demand im- 
mediate attention is very painfully ap- 
parent at intervals. The main difficulty 
with which the philanthropically in- 
clined are confronted, usually, is not 
the temporary relief of the sufferers, 
for almost every one is willing to 
extend a helping hand to his fellow- 
creatures in distress, but that of per- 
manent provision for children, who, 
being unable to help themselves, after 
their immediate wants have been sup- 
ot need something more substan- 
tial. 

It may not be generally known that 
an association has recently been or- 
ganized throughout the State for the 
express purpose of solving this prob- 
lem. It is known as the EPducational 
Aid Society, or Children’s Home So- 
ciety, and, although its headquarters 
are in San Francisco, it has _ local 
boards in almost every city, town and 
village in the State. The State board 
of managers consists at present of the

Pasadena; vice-presidents, Rev. 
A. C. Smither, Los Angeles; Rev. J. 
D. Baster, Redlands: E. P. Sargent, 


Riverside; C. N. Crittenden, San Fran- 
cisco, and Gen. John Bidwell; legal 
counselor, E. E. Galbraith, Los Ange- 
les; treasurer, W. F.° Bosbyshell, Los 
Ange‘es; superintendent, Rev. R. Gar- 
ton, Santa Ana; assistant superintend- 
ent, John W. Ellis, Los Angeles. 

Since the incorporation of “this so- 
ciety over fifty homeless and helpless 
little ones have been cared for, edu- 
cated and placed in good homes by 
its officers, who act upon the basis that, 
if the proper steps are taken to locate 
them, homes can be found for every 
child who actually needs one. The 
first State to organize such an asso- 
ciation was _ Illinois, in 1883, but 
since that time eleven others have 
followed suit, with the result that 
several thousand children have been 
provided for. 

The society is constantly enrolling 
new members, but needs many more 
in order to successfully carry on the 
good work it has undertaken, and 
has, therefore, issued a call for aid, 
Which should appeal to all who are 
benevolently inclined.

After an Englishman, a Frenchman of Gere 
man, Avoid Italians. 

(New York Sun:) The marriage of 
her daughter to the Prince de Galatro, 
commonly called Colonna, occurred dur- 
ing the early stages of Mrs. Mackay’s 
struggles to establish herself in Euro- 
pean society. It happened while ste 
was living in Paris entertaining on» 
scale which dazzled the bourgeois, who 
learned of her wonderful balls and ban- 
quets, as much as it did the really ex- 
clusive society of Paris, "which knew 
no more of them from experience. The 
nobility and title rastaquoures that 
filled the rooms of her hotel in the 
American quartér_and dined lavishly 
from her gold plates seemed to her 
then to represent the best of Buro- 
pean society. In those days her daugh- 
ter married the Italian. After a while, 
when Mrs. Mackay came to realize 
that the titled gentlemen who swarmed 
to her home were of the kind that can 
be gathered in any European capital 
by a liberal hostess, and not likely to 
be of any permanent social advantage 
to her, she wisely went to London. 
The indorsement of the English nobil- 
ity is worth more in a social way than 
that of all the other countries of Eu- 
rope taken together and Mrs. Mackay 
succeeded in London in attracting tv 
her house a set which has been of 
more advantage to her than all the 
titled flotage of Paris could ever have 
been. Possibly had she realized this 
sooner Miss Mackay would never have 
married an Italian prince. That no- 
bility of all in Europe offers least to 
an American woman—at all events out- 
side of its own country. Few Amer- 


icans who can avoid it are willing. to 


live there and the ‘honor of exal po- 
sition is rather an empty one. Next 
to marriage with a titled Englishman 
an alliance with a really aristocratic 
Frenchman or German is the best 
thing for an American woman ambi- 
tious for social position in Europe. 
After these three countries comes Aus- 
tria, but a man should be of higher 
rank there than in any of the other 
countries to obtain for a wife the same 
degree of social recognition. An 
Italian is probably the least valuable 
of all from a social point of view. The 
Prince de Galatro is not a man of 
particular attractiveness in appearance.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


The Problem of. the Poor 
is Discussed. 


Practical and Timely Sermon by 
Rev. Mr. Larkin. 


Strongly Indorses the Work of the 
Associated Charities. 


Revival Services at the Central M. 
Church-- Eloquent Sermon by Rev. 
Mr. Thomson—Other Re- 
ligious Services.

Rev. F. M. Larkin, pastor of the Cen- 
tral M. E. Church, preached yesterday 
morning on the subject of ‘“‘The Prob- 
lem of the Poor,”’ taking for his text, 
Thessalonians iii,10, ‘‘For even when we 
were with you, this we commanded 
you, that if any would not work neither 
should he eat.”’ 

We-are in the midst of perilous times, 
said the speaker, and people are called 
upon daily by persons claiming to be 
in want and it is necessary that we 
should be very careful in giving as- 
sistance. It is not right to give in a 
sort of promiscuous, sentimental fash- 
ion to all who apply for aid, neither 
should we harden our hearts because 
many are unworthy. 

The Christian religion is necessarily 
the friend of the poor. From the be- 
ginning of the Bible provision was 
made for the help of the worthy poor, 
but you will notice that this assis- 
tance was always provided for in such 
a@ way as to avoid the very thought of 
pauperism or beggary. Christ came to 
the poor, lived among the poor and 
was himself a poor laboring man all 
His life upon earth and His teachings 
are very plain on the subject, and we, 
as His followers, ought to be ready 
‘and willing at all times to do all in our 
power to help those Who are really in 
need. Christ says, “Inasmuch as ye 
did it not unto the least of these, my 
brethren, ye did it not unto Me.” He 
carries the doctrine still farther even 
to your enemies in need. “If thine 


hunger feed him, etc.” 


All benevolent institutions which pro- 
vide efor the unfortunate are <he out- 
growth of Christian teachings and Chris- 
tian civilization. We look in vain for 
any such institutions in pagan or 
heathen countries. There is much talk 
fn these times of “love for humanity,” 
but it is all borrowed from the teach- 
ings of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

While Christianity and the church 
are the friends of ‘the poor they are 
the enemies of pauperism. 

Begging has become a profession and 
ought to be discouraged by every legiti- 
mate means. Every man who desires 
to work ought to have an opportunity 
to do so, but if he “will not work, 
neither should he eat.”’ Some say 
with a weak sentimentality that it is 
better to feed a number of unworthy 
men than to let one worthy man suffer, 
but we should not proceed upon any 
such a theory. Mr. Stewart expressed 
good, sound doctrine when he said it 
was better to make one man dig’ a 
hole and another fill it than to feed 
them without their doing anything. 

He who gives bread to an unworthy 
beggar is helping to develop a race of 
beggars and paupers. 

“How can we do it 
then?’’ I would answer that the best 
plan that I know of now is through the 
medium of the Associated Charities. 
All those applying are carefully investi- 
gated and if worthy they are helped 
and in this way your money is judi- 
ciously expended and professional beg- 
gars are discouraged. That old, but 
foolish saying, ‘“‘The world owes me a 
living,”’ is exploded. The world owes 
no man a living unless he gives a 
reasonable return for it.

If a con- 
gress of worlds should be held on some 
planet, whom could human beings send 
to represent them at this congress? 
Christ is the only representative of hu- 
manity that we could send. He was 
tempted in all points as we are tempt- 
ed He realized everything that we 
have to suffer. Even despair seized 
Him at the last. His will was different 
from God's will. “‘Not My will but Thine 
be done.” “I came to do not My own 
will but the will of Himi ‘that sent 
Me,.”"" If human nature be depraved, 
th Christ, who inherited human na- 
ture, was depraved. His mother was 


| Surely human. The truth, however, is 


that Christ. as all human beings, in- 
herited His spirit directly from God, 
and His body only from His parents, 
It was shown that Christ had power 
oyer physical, intellectual, moral, and 
emotional diseases. Every that 
has made revelations of truth against 
the prejudices of the race has had to 
suffer for his gospel. Adam wag cast 
out of Eden for his heresy in loving 
knowledge; Moses, Elijah, John the 
Baptist, Paul and Peter suffered for 
their gospels.

THE MESSAGE INCORRECT. 
Yet No Order Was Sent to Have i 


Repeated. 
(San Francisco Call, March 17:) Judge 
Hubbard decided a legal questipn yes- 
terday that determines to some extent 


the HMability of telegraph companies 
for errors in messages sent and de- 
livered. 


The suit is brought by Jefferson G. 
James & Co., the cattle firm, to re- 
cover damages from the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. It appeared that 
in November, 1889, the firm sent an 
agent down to Newman, Cal., to pur- 
chase cattle, the price paid not to ex- 
ceed 6 cents per pound. While there 
the agent was offered some cattle at 
7 cents and telegraphed to San Fran- 
cisco for instructions. A return mes- 
sage came saying: ‘“‘We want the cat- 
tle at 7 cents. Come home.” 

In consequence of this message the 
agent purchased the cattle and shipped 
them to his employers’ premises to be 
slaughtered. But when that was done 
it transpired that the message received 
by the agent was incorrect. It should 
have read: ‘“‘We want no cattle at 7 
cents. Come home.” James & Co. 
found that the extra cent per pound 
had cost them between $400 and $500, 
and they filed suit against the tele- 
graph company to recover the amount. 
‘ Judge Hubbard, in refusing the suit 
for damages, decided that the rules 
of the company governed the case. On 
the back of each message the atten- 
tion of the public was called to the 
rule that “to guard against mistakes 
or delays the sender of a message 
should order it repeated, that is, tele- 
graphed back to the originating office for 
comparison. For this one-half the 
reguiar price is charged in addition.” 
The firm’s agent should have guarded 
against accident by obeying this in- 


struction, and as this was not done 
the company could not be held re- 
sponsible.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


They Attend Services at 
IMinois Hall. | 


The “Army” at Pomona Provided 
for by the People. 


No Depredations Committed So Far 
as Reported. 


The People of San Bernardino Aroused Over 
Impending Invasion—Los Angelec 
Authorities Criticised—The 
Outlook. 


Matters appéared to be quiet as far 
as the unemployed were concerned yes- 
terday. The men formed in line in 
good season in the morning and 
rrarched to Illinois Hall at Broadway 
and Sixth street, where an address on 
‘“‘Na@onalism’’ was delivered by John 
Robson, 

There were several other speakers, 
among whom was Prof. W. C. Bow- 
man. He said he is entirely in sym- 
pathy with the movement toward 
Washington. He advised the men to 
be cool and keep level-headed, and de- 
olared there is nothing which the 


gold-bugs of this city would be so” 


much delighted to have occur as an 
act of violence on the part of these 
men in the “industrial army.” The 
proper thing to do is to exercise the 
constitutional right and go before Con- 
gress with a petition for work for 
those who need it. If Congress says 
it has no funds to use for that purpose 
just tell the Congressmen the “army” 
has a few wornout shirts which can be 
made jnto greenbacks. 

Continuing, the speaker urged the 
men to be law-abiding in their conduct 
before Congress. If, after every fair 
means have been tried, no redress can 
be secured, then it is like the tree 
with the axe at its roots. Every tree 
that brings not forth good fruit the 
same shall be cast into the fire. 

This hint at what the consequences 
may be was received with applause, 
though just what the speaker meant 
was somewhat uncertain. 

As far as could be learned’ there 
were no further meetings atended by 
the unemployed in a body during the 
day. It is expected they. will go to 
work on First-street hill again this 
— THE WORK DONE. 

Arguing from a _ purely financial 
standpoint the meals which the men 
received on Saturday for working on 
the First-street, cut, although of 
course poor compensation, were about 
all it was worth. It is estimated the 
dirt they were able to move by shovel- 
ing into wagons could have been moved 
by means of wheel scrapers for about 
$30. This is on the assumption that 
the dirt would be -arried by the 
scrapers just far enough te drop 
through what is known .as a trap 
into a wagon waderneath and then 
hauled away. 

AT POMONA. 

From a Los Angeles man who visited 

Pomona yesterday it was learned the 


‘men who left here Friday had their 


camp near the city park northwest of 
the town. A few of them who were 
found to be stragglers about the city 
were arrested, but, on their promise 
to return to camp, were released. 

A number of deputy constables were 
sworn in but there was, no serious 
trouble. The citisens raised $100, 
which sum was used to purchase pro- 
visions. When last heard from the 
“army” was near Ontario. 

MEASURES FOR RELIEF. 

As a measure for the relief of the un- 
employed a correspondent suggests that 
the teachers of the public schools be 
asked to have the pupils bring one 
day each week four or five potatoes, or 
even one, if the parents think that too 
many. On another day a loaf of bread 
could be brought by each, and all the 
contributions be turned over to the 
Associated Charities for distribution. 

This, the correspondent says, would 
remind the pupils that other little 
children, as well as themselves, get 
hungry. 

AN EAST SIDE MAN’S SUGGESTION. 

A. E. Meigs has suggested a plan 
for supplying work for the worthy 
“unemployed,” which, he thinks, in ad- 
dition to removing a large share of 
the responsibility from thé city and 
county officials, would also prove a pay- 
ing proposition to the backers of It. 
His idea is for a number of the well- 
to-do business men, who have been 
more or less interested in the recent 
gold discoveries, and who have been 
unable to do more than a few days’ 
4s ng”’ at a time, to join forces, 
and form a company with several thou- 
sand dollars capital, d send a gang 
of men to work in e mines. He 
says that while many are doubtless un- 
willing to work at any price, there 
are hundreds who he knows would be 
glad of a chance to earn their bread 
and who would be content with a very 
small rate of pay aside from board 
and blankets. Mr. Meigs has recent! 
returned from the-Goler and Red R 
placer districts, and says that any man 
not afraid of work and content to dig 
in the same hole from day to day, can 


make from $1 per day upward. Mr. 
Meigs is now at work on a “dry 
washer,” with which he intends to 


return shortly to the- canyons 
Mojave. 


IN THE COUNCIL. | 

The unemployed question is likely to 
bob up again before the City Council 
today. A committee representing some 
of the unemployed residents and tax- 
payers, who are not in sympathy with 
the movement toward Washington, is 
expected to appeal to the Council to- 
day for assistance. Another commit- 
tee, representing what is known as the 
“home _reserve,” is also expected to 
urge the Council to give further work, 


SAN BERNARDINO AROUSED. 


The Approach of the Army Viewed With 
Uneasiness. 

SAN BERNARDINO, March 18.— 

(Special Dispatch.) The approach of 

the “industrial army” is the subject 


of more discussion in this city today” 


than any other one thing. Sheriff 
Booth left this morning for Pomona to 
take a look at the men and learn as 
much as’ he can as to the class of 
people with whom he will have to 
contend hen they arrive here.

HEADED FOR ONTARIO. 


Departure of the Army from Pomona—No

POMONA, March 18.—Special Dis- 
patch.) As far as can be learned from 
available resources, the six or seven 
hundred unemployed, under the leader- 
ship of J. L. Gould, who “struck camp” 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon, and com- 
menced their tramp for Ontario, com- 
mitted no depredations whatever while 
in this community, but remained within 
their lines, acting in an orderly man- 
ner.

WANT AMERICAN HORSES. 

(Horseman:) As winter slips away 
there seems to be an improvement in 
the British demand for American 
horses, and, as a‘cohsequence; dealers 
who cater to the export trade ate mov- 
ing around the .country looking for 
animals suitable for their customers’ 
uses. An interesting experiment, 
made some time ago, was the shipment 
of a carioad of unbroken Montana 
geldings to Glasgow. The prices real- 
ized ranged from £15 to £23, and left 
@ emall margin of profit. It is not, 
however, in this, or even the medium 
class of animals, that the most profit- 
able trade with Britain is carried on; 
but in high-class carriage and other 
harness horses. -The most of the big 
broughams in London are, strange to 
say, not drawn by British-bred ani- 
mals—Germany being the country 
where the “right sort” are most easily 
and cheaply obtained. The lighter, 
trappy-looking hackney stamp, suitable 
for use in mrail phaetons, victorias and 
kindred vehicles, command high prices, 
and high-acting, thick-set roadsters 
for single rigs are quickly picked up 
for driving on the country roads. It 
is to these three classes that the dealer 
generally confines his operations, and 
it is peculiar that outside of a few 


good |. localities almost all the horses taken 


for export are begotten by strictly 
American-bred sires. This, in view of 
the fact that thousands of coach horses 
have been imported, ts significant of 
the esteem in which the trotting-breed 
is held abroad. A buyer for 


were now so high for good horses in 
the United States that there was little 
or no profit in the business. He said 
that of his last shipment, a bay geld- 
ing, for which he gave $450, died on 
the ocean, and his entire profit on the 
lot was only £15. This would indicate 
that margins in the trade are small, 
amounting, according _to the figures 
given, to some $25 or $30 per head. 
The best thing, however, developed by 
the above statement, is that there is 
a home market for good horses at pay- 
ing prices, even in these stagnant 
times. There is a manifest scarcity 
of road and animals of desir- 
able class, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when the breeder who has stead- 
ily persevered along progressive lines 
will reap a rich harvest.

The Culture of Mushrooms. 

(American Cultivator:) There was an 
unusually large attendance at the Hor- 
ticultural Society meeting, February 17. 
Vice-President Francis H. Appleton of 
Peabody occupied the chair in the ab- 
sence of the president William Fal- 
-ecner of Glen Cove, Lorg Island, read 
a valuable paper on the growing of 
mushrooms. The crop has quadrupled 
in amount during the past four years 
with a considerable reduction in price, 
making this delicacy cheap enough to 
be used by thousands who could not 
afford it until now. Heretofore the 
bulk of the crop has been furnished by 
market gardeners from portions of 
their houses that could not otherwise 
be made to produce anything. Hence, 
except the labor in planting the spawn, 
what they- received for the crop was 
nearly all clear profit. 

The reduction of price cuts down 
these profits, but by introdi.cing mush- 
rooms to thousands who before could 
not afford them it puts the business 
on a better basis. There is little dan- 


rooms are grown by the best methods, 
for these produce them most cheaply. 
Thanks to the discovery of a new 
mushroom by Prof. C. H. Peck of Al- 
bany, in 1892, mushrooms are to 
come more plentiful and cheap than 
ever before. The new mushroom is 
not good-looking. It has, indeed, de- 
cidedly the appearance of a toadstool 
to those who know only the campastris 
or common field mushroom. The scien- 
tific name of the new mushroom is 
Agaricus Subrupens. It was fourd first 
growing wild in piles of leaf mould. 
They grow close tog»ther in bunches 
all over the heap, and furnished so 
much more bulk and weight than 
Agaricus Campastris, that, despite its 
bad appearnce, it will, in markets ac- 
customed to it, supersede the common 
field variety. 

The great difficulty in growing mush- 
rooms is the presence of the fly that 
lays the egg which produces the grub. 
It is impossible to keep this fly out of 
greenhouses or house cellars So soon 
as warm weather comes. For this rea- 
son the bulk of summer mushrooms, 
except those gathered in fields, are now 
grown in caves or abound in aban- 
doned quarries. There is one aban- 
doned quarry under the cement works 
at Akron, near Buffalo, N. Y., where 
the speaker saw three acres of mush- 
rooms in all stages of their growth. 
This cavern, except for artificial light, 
is entirely dark. The fly never enters 
this cavern and the darkness and uni- 
form temperature produce mushrooms 
whiter and plumper than those grown 
anywhere else. 

Besides the field mushroom and the 
new variety there is a common: mush- 
room known as the hdfse-tail mush- 
room, which grows plentifully in rub- 
bish heaps. This mushroom.  a!so 
springs up in groups instead of being 
scattered. The pileus of this variety 1s 
longer and cone like. It never opens 
and spreads as does the field mush- 
room, until it begins to decay, when 
it changes to a mass black as ink. 
The gills are at first white and then 

inkish. When at its best it is pre- 
erred by many to the fleld mushroom.

and is put up in better shape than 
the French spawn. Its price has .been 
greatly reduced, while most dealers in 
this country who manufacture spawn 
sell it dearer than that imported, 
though it is not so good. Spawn of the 
new variety has been sold as high as 
$5 per pound, but it wil) be sold more 
cheaply this year. The ‘speaker would 
not tell where it could be bought, say- 
ing that the dealers would duly adver- 
tise it in the agricultural papers. 

The new variety of mushroom grows 
well out of doors if the weather is 
sufficiently warm. It thrives in light 
or shade, and when planted in the 
garden it springs up between rows of 
vegetables and flowers. It is, however, 
very capricious in its habits, one day 
giving a great abundance and the next 
perhaps nothing. It needs a higher 
temperature than other mushrooms, 
and will bear watering if the ternpera- 
ture is not reduced, which the ordinary 
mushroom will not. The neW variety 
comes forward so rapidly that it par- 
tially escapes attacks of the fly, and is 
therefore best for growing in summer 
either in hothouse or in thé open 
ground. Its spawn will probably be 
sold loose and not in cakes at probably 
$1.50 per bushel, or $5 per barrel. — 

When a mushroom bed is carefully 

made, and yet for some reason does 
not produce mushrooms, the speaker 
said that such a bed dug up and used 
as spawn for other beds generally pro- 
duced a great crop the next .season. 
ere is still much  capriciousness 
about this crop, which probably only 
shows that we have more to learn 
about the proper conditions for growing 
it. One mushroom-grower on Long 
Island has been in the business thirty 
years. He has great success with 
mushrooms, but is exceedingly secre- 
tive about his methods. 
At the close of the lecture an inter- 
esting discussion arose about how to 
distinguish edible from poisonous fungi 
and how to cook them. Mr. Fa!coner 
used to test varieties on a cat which 
he had taught to eat mushrooms when 
stewed. He did not do it now, because 
his family thought so much of the cat’s 
safety. Frying, stewing and broiling 
were the ways recommended for cook- 
mushrooms. The common pu l 
when young is excellent eating. When 
cooked it resembles an omelet. . Mr. 
Merrill recommended stewing mush- 
rooms in milk when there were too few 
to cdbok in any other way. A very little 
mushroom: will flavor a considerable 
amount of milk, and most people like 
the mushroom thus cooked. .
